Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because lines, numbers & letters in Figure 10 is not 
uniformly thick and well defined, clean, durable, and black. 37 CFR 1.84(1). A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-60 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Knowles (US 
PAT No. 6,614,257) teaches a single event upset immune logic architecture, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to modify the teaching of 
Knowles to further includes, among other things, the specific apparatus and method of 
first and second feedback devices receiving both of the first and second feed-forward 
signals respectively and the first feedback device responsively feeding a first feedback 
signal back to the first redundant signal and the second feedback device responsively 
feeding a second feedback the second feedback device signal back to the second 
redundant signal as required by claims 1 and 56-59, the specifics of first and second 
feedback-tristate inverters receiving both of the first and second feed-forward signals 
respectively, and the first feedback-tristate inverter responsively feeding back to the first 
redundant signal a first feedback signal having the same state as the expected state of 
the first redundant signal and the second feedback device responsively feeding back to 
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the second redundant signal a second feedback signal having the same state as the 
expected state of the second redundant signal as required by claim 48, 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee.
